Making Payments Easier for Creators and Backers 

Kickstarter ■ January 6,2015 ■ 


Today we’re excited to announce a seemingly small change that will actually make it a lot easier 
to use Kickstarter: We’re partnering with Stripe to seamlessly collect and process payments for 
all projects on Kickstarter. We've already started moving projects over to the new system, and 
by next week, it will be in place for all new projects. 

For project creators, this means you won’t need to set up an Amazon Payments business 
account anymore. Instead, you’ll just enter your bank account details on the Account tab when 
you’re drafting your project on Kickstarter. It takes about two minutes, whereas the old way 
could take a few days. It will look like this (with some small differences depending on your 
country of residence):

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Here are answers to a few questions you might have: 

I’m about to launch a project. Should I wait? 

We always recommend launching whenever you’re ready. If you’ve completed all of the steps of 
project build, have the green light to launch, and want to go live, then go forth! If you’re still 
working on getting your project set up, we should be fully transitioned to Stripe by next week. 

Are your fees changing? 

No. You can view a complete rundown of our fees here, but the short of it is that they’re staying 
the same. If your project is successfully funded, we will apply a 5% fee to the total amount of 
funds raised and Stripe, our payments processor, will apply credit card processing fees (about 
3-5%). 


Why the move to Stripe? 

We’ve worked with Amazon Payments from the very beginning of Kickstarter — a year before 
we launched, in fact. They’ve been an excellent partner, processing $1 billion in pledges. Late 
last year Amazon decided to discontinue Amazon Flexible Payment Service, the payments 
product that we have used. We took the opportunity to consider the best possible partner to 
process payments for creators and backers moving forward. After careful consideration, we 
decided on Stripe. Stripe processes payments for Twitter and Facebook, and we’ve gotten to 
know their team and product well. We’re thrilled to partner with them.

Kickstarter is a community of people committed to bringing creative projects to life. 


We welcome and support projects in the diverse categories of Art, 
Comics, Crafts, Dance, Design, Fashion, Film & Video, Food, Games, 
Journalism, Music, Photography, Publishing, Technology, and Theater. 
There are three rules every Kickstarter project must follow. 

V Projects must create something to share with others. 

Kickstarter can be used to create all sorts of things: art and 
gadgets, events and spaces, ideas and experiences. But every 
project needs a plan for creating something and sharing it with the 
world. At some point, the creator should be able to say: “It’s 
finished. Here’s what we created. Enjoy!” 
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Projects must be honest and clearly presented. 

Our community is built on trust and communication. Projects can’t 
mislead people or misrepresent facts, and creators should be candid 
about what they plan to accomplish. When a project involves 
manufacturing and distributing something complex, like a gadget, we 
require projects to show a prototype of what they’re making, and we 
prohibit photorealistic renderings. 

V Projects can’t fundraise for charity, offer financial incentives, 
or involve prohibited items. 

We’re all in favor of charity and investment, but they’re not 
permitted on Kickstarter. Projects can’t promise to donate funds 
raised to a charity or cause, and they can’t offer financial 
incentives like equity or repayment. We also can’t allow any of 
these prohibited things. 


These rules don’t cover every possible use of Kickstarter, but they 
explain our purpose and perspective.

It's always a good idea to provide as much information to potential backers as you 
can; and speak as clearly as possible to what your project is and how you'll 
complete it. 

Additionally, your Risks and Challenges section still needs some work. Keep in 
mind that “risks and challenges” refers to what happens *after* your project gets 
funded. Meeting your funding goal will certainly help you complete your project, 
but every project has the potential for setbacks. Communicating this to your 
backers reminds them that your project is in development, which helps them be 
more patient and compassionate down the road. What your risks and challenges 
are depends on your project -- collaborators could hold you up, the production 
quality might not be what you expected, weather might postpone your event, 
permits could fall through. You can speak to your own project's risks and 
challenges best. 

Finally, a series of creative and engaging backer rewards is essential. Your 
rewards should reflect the personality of both you and your project -- and they 
should offer something tangible to your supporters. Having a few reasonably 
priced rewards will help incorporate everybody who is interested in what you are 
doing, even those only able to contribute $5-$20. Every buck counts! Check out 
our Kickstarter School entry on creating rewards:

Thanks for writing. Film projects on Kickstarter come in many forms. From finished to in pre-production. The best way to think about if your project is ready for 
Kickstarter is to think about how you can visually communicate your goals for the film to potential backers. The best way to do this is usually a trailer, or a peek 
inside production. That said, it's up to the project creator to decide if its the right time to bring it to the public. 

Before you proceed, please add a more robust plot synopsis to your project page. It's always a good idea to provide as much information to potential backers as 
you can; and speak as clearly as possible to what your project is and how you'll complete it. 

Additionally, your Risks and Challenges section still needs some work. Keep in mind that “risks and challenges” refers to what happens *after* your project gets 
funded. Meeting your funding goal will certainly help you complete your project, but every project has the potential for setbacks. Communicating this to your 
backers reminds them that your project is in development, which helps them be more patient and compassionate down the road.
